Two and one-half cents per mile wib 
be the basic rate of passenger fares for 
Georgia, which will be fixed in the order 
of the railroad commission upon this 
subject to be issued this afternoon. 

While there are one or two details yet 
to be perfected, the members of the 
commission have for Some days had their 
minds made up as to practically what 
they were going to do with the petition 
of the Farmers’ Union for reduced pas- 
senger fares in Georgia, and the facts re- 
garding the commission's determination 
in this matter were learned yesterday 
through a source which stands sufficient- 
ly close to the commission to make it 
authoritative. 

There will be no flat two-cent rate. 

There will, however, be a tw0-cent rate 
established upon the zone basis, fixed in 
the: following manner: 

For the first hundred miles traveled, 
@ 1-2 cents per mile. 

For any distance between 100 miles and 
200 miles, 2 |-4 cents per mile. 

For any distance above 200 miles trav- 
eled, 2 cents per mile. 

HOW THE SCALE WILL WORK 
ON LONG DISTANCES 

The lower figure in the scale, however, 
is*to apply only to that portion of the 
digtance beyond that covered by the 
next higher figure. | 
For.example.. suppose under, the scale 
of passenger fares to be adopted by the 
commission today, a passenger wishes to 
purchase a ticket to Savannah. The 
present rate of $7.80 straight fare, is 
based on the short line mileage of 260 
miles. Under the new schedule of rates 
the fare to savannah would be $2.50 for 
tRe first 100. miles; $2.25 for the second 
hundred miles, and $!.20 for the remain- 
ing sixty miles, making a total of $5.95, 
of $1.85 less than the present rate. 

The prescribing of a 100-mile zone, it 
ie understood, is only tentative, and it 
may be reduced to 75 miles before final 
action is taken. This would make the 
total fare even less than the figure 
stated in the example «siete

The foregoing schedule, it is stated, 
will cover only the larger and bet- 
ter systems and lines in the state, or 
the class A lines, as they will proba- 
bly be designated. 

Among these are included such lines 
as the Atlantg and West Point, the 
Alabama Great Southern, the Central 
of Georgia, the Southern railway, the 
Seaboard Air Line, the Georgia South-

After being out one hour and ten 
minutes, the jury brought in a verdict

The casé went to the jury at exactly 
2:30 o'clock, and at 3:40 “the verdict 


had been made. 

White the jury was out, Fred Bush 
sat by himself until his sister took a 
seat by his side and conversed with 
him. His face was flushed, but he did 
not appear to be nervous. . 

At 3:40 o'clock there was a knock 
on the jury room door and the bailiff 
was informed that a verdict had been 
made. Judge Roan and the attorneys 
in the case’were sent, for. _ 

For’ the first time Bush showed signs 
ef nervousness. He fingered his neck- 
tie and his’ hand shook as he did so. 

His sister and his father spoke in an 
undertone to him. 

After Judge Roan had taken ‘his seat 
and the jury had filed into the box, 
there was a delay of several minutes, 
Attorney Goodwin requesting that Mr. 
Rosser be sent for. The foreman of 
the jury held the indictment, upon 
which was written the verdict, in his 
hand, so that the face could not be 
seen. | 

Mr. Goodwin finally announced that 
he would not wait for Mr. Rosser.. 

The Verdict Is Twice Read, 

“Have you made up a verdict, gen- 
tlemen?” the judge asked the jury. 

“We have,” answered the foreman. 

“Then hand it: to the clerk,” Said the 
judge.

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The City Council Finds But 


Little Money for Additional 
Appropriations 


FINANCE COMMITTEE FRAMES 
JUNE APPORTIONMENT SHEET 


Some Enterprises Will Have to Be 
Held Back—Cats Are Made to 
Meet More Urgent Demands 
in Other Directions—How 
the Sheet Stands, 


The finance committee of the city 
council has made out the Juné ap- 
portidnment sheet and it will be ready 
when council meets Monday afternoon. 

The first apportionment sheet was 
mace out the first of the year on esti- 
mated receipts. Every year a second 
sheet is made out the first of June 
when the receipts are more definitely 
known. 

The estimated receipts at the first of 
the year were so close to the actual 
receipts that the finance committee 
found but little additional money to 
appropriate in the second sheet. 

Very few important changes were 
made in the June sheet from those in 
the January sheet. 

The plan to build a new engine 
house in the eighth warg had to be 
postponed; the underground pass at 
North avenue was held up; the new 
school houses in the fourth and third 
wards will be only partially built thig 
year. 

Appropriations were made for addi- 
tional teachers in the public‘ schools; 
provision was made to pay $2,000 of 
$9,000 for a contagious hospital; a new 
Street in the second ward was taken 
care of; a large appropriation was 
made to pave Edgewood avenue with 
wood block; the Tech was given more 
money; so was the library; and other 
matters were provided for. 

It is now believed that the new 
schools in the fourth and third warés 
will be finished this year. 


The contagious hospital 1s a large - 


building near the Grady hospital, 
which was originally intended for @ 
boarding house. 

Changes Made in Finance Sheet. 


The changes made by the finance 
committee are as follows: 

From the school fund $22,000 was 
taken; from the viaduct on Washing- 
ton street $500 was taken; of the 
$17,000 appropriated for a new engine 
house $7,000 was withdrawn; the 
$7,500 for the North avenue underpass 
was put back into the treasury. 

These amounts foot .up $37,000, 
which was divided out as follows: 

To the police department for extra 
salaries for signal men, $135; to the 
schools for summer playgrounds, $50; 
to the schools for extra teachers, 
$3,780; to the schools for advanced 
teachers, $3,388; to furnish the At- 
lanta room in the Georgia building at 
the Jamestown exposition, $500; addi- 
tional appropriation for the Tech, 
$1,000; to open up Twelfth street, 
$1,000; to build a fence around the 
Grady hospital, $650; additional ap- 
propriation for the Caphegie library, 
$1,000: to open new streets in the 
second ward, $2,700; for an increase 
in the salary of Dr. Claude Smith, city 
bacterfologist, $294; first payment on 
contagious hospital, $2,000; for city’s 
part in the paving of Edgewood ave- 
nue $18,250; added to the contingent 
fund, $803. 

These amounts foot up $37,000. 

All ‘other appropriations remain the 
same as they were at the first of the 
year.

STRIKES NEGRO 
IN COURT ROO 


Negre Was Afterwards Tried 
fer Contempt of 
Court. 


As the result of alleged insolent re 
marks made by A. Long, a negro, in the 
court room of Justice of the Peace 
Kingebery, yesterday afternoon, W. A. 
Cochran, a bailiff, attacked the negro, 
Striking him three times in the face, a 
trial of contempt of court following some 
forty minuteg later. 

According to the evidence brought out, 
Long had a case on trial, and entering 
the court room, sat down with some white 
or five white men who had been sum- 
moned as jurors. They objected, and she 
was told by the bailiff to take a seat in 
another part of the room. This he de- 
clined to do, but did leave the chair in 
which he was sitting.

N MASS meeting the citizens of De- 
catur expressed themselves last 
night to be unanimously in favor 

of the proposition agreed upon ‘by the 
committee of three with the committee 
of ten from Atlanta, to join with the 
other neighboring municipalities and 
make the capitol of the Empire State of 
the south ‘Greater Atlanta.”’ 

The court house, where the mass 
meeting was held, was well filled witn 
interested citizens. W. F. Patillo was 
elected president and H. lL. Parry was 
elected secretary of the meeting. 

T. L. Cooper, as chairman of the com- 
mittee of three, read the report of the 
committee, which specifieg fhe condi- 
tions agreed upon by the committee of 
ten, as follows: 

First, That the town of Decatur shal! 
have fair representation in the city as- 
sembly and on the city boaras. 

Second. That the city of Atlafita win 
furnish 25 are lighte and 50 incandes- 
cent Nghts for the purpose of lightieg 
the streets of Decatur. 

Third. That the city of Atlanta will 
assume al] legal liabilities and will re- 
ceive the benefits of the municipality, 

Fourth., The city of Atlanta will as- 
sume the bonded indebtedness of $44,- 
000.00. : 

Fifth. The system of waterworks and 
sewerage will be completed at a cost 
of $16,000, includi $5,000 on hand. 

Sixth... A fire ingine house will be 
constructed ang will be equipped. 

Seventh. A public school building will 
be erected at a cost of $25,000, upon a 
plece of property furnished By the cit)- 
zens of the town of Decator. In this 
school will be provided eight grades, 
with free access to the high schools of 
Atlanta. 

Eighth. A paved boulevard will be 
furnished from Decatur to Atlanta, and 
lastly, the sale of intoxicating Naquors 
will be prohfbited for all time. 

Colone] J. H. Green offered a resolu- 
tion which provided that it be the sense 
of the meeting that the citizens were 
favorable to the proposition, and that 
the council of Decatur was authorized 
to continue negotiations with the com- 
mittee representing the council of At- 
lanta, ang that they have authority to 
appoint as many committees as they 


deemed necessary to carry on the work. 

This resobution received a second and 
and a free discussion of the plan was 
indulged in.

HENLY DENIES 
CHARGE OF FOES 


Says Politics Will Play No 
Part in San Francisco 
Graft Cases, - 


San Francisco, May 3!.—In a state- 
ment issued at a late hour last night, 
Assistant District Attorney Francis J. 
Heney, head of the graft prosecutions, 
outlines the policy of the men who 
have made possible the indictments of 
nearly a score of San Francisco 
wealthy capitalists, Genouncés as ma- 
licious falsehoods the charges which 
have been made that the prosecutors 
are influenced by political motives and 
openly charges that some of the most 
powerful financial interest of the 
country have been brought into the 
battle on the side of the alleged bribe 
givers. 

Heney declares that the greatest 
crisis in the graft exposure is now 'at 
hand and that the greatest crisis in 
the history of San Francisco is side 
by side with it. He charged that Pres- 
ident Patrick Calhoun, of the United 
Railroads, has sought the aid of the 
wealthiest bankers and merchants of 
the city to free him from the clutches 
of the prosecution and prevent his 
having to pay the penalty for his al- 
leged crimes. A meeting was held a 
short time ago, he says, at which Cal- 
houn called together a number of the 
heads of the largest San Francisco 
banks and sought their aid through a 
thinly veiled request for backing in 
the carrying cars through. The in- 


the prosecution, Heney says, have 
been hampering the prosecution to a 
certain extent and they have raised a 
sentiment of doubt as to the real mo- 
tives behing the investigation and he 
calls upon the citizens of San Fran- 
cisco to give their fullest assistance to 
the work that is still to be done. 

Admitting that the sixteen confessed | 
bribe takers on the board of supervis- 
ors have been promised immunity 
from prosecution, Heney declares that 
this step was vital to carrying out of 
the work at hand. He stated that 
every effort to gain legal proof of cor- 
ruption and bribery deals failec until 
the confessiOns were secured from the 
supervisors and that to secure these 
the promise of immunjty was given. 

Heney asks the pertinent question: 
“Which is the man who should be pun- 
ished for the crime if one must be 
allowed to g0 free—the confessed 
bribe taker or the confessed bribe 
giver?’ 

“Let us show,” he continues, “that 
no man, Kowever wealthy he may be, 
is greater than the law. Let us prove 
that the power of wealth cannot cor- 


4rupt our courts and prevent the carry- 


ing out of justice.”

Amoy, China, Ma 3!.—An insurrection 
has broken out-forty miles southward of 
Amoy.

GRAVE CHARGES. 
AGAINST DEAD 


Ralston Alleges Cashier 
Clarke Was Guilty of 
Crookedness.

Pittsburg, May 3!.—George L. Rals- 
ton, former individual bookkeeper of 
the Enterprise National bank, who is 
on trial in the federal court charged 
with making false entries and ab- 
stracting funds from the bank, created 
a sensation today when he took the 
stand in his own defense and declared 
that he had-~ gone to Cashier Clarke 
some time before the failure of the in- 
stitution and’ asked for an explana- 
tion of certain operatioris at the bank. 
Ralston stated that he did this because 
of the matters which looked irregular 
in dealings with the Pennsylvania De- 
velopment Company and with,W. H. 
andrews and others. Ralston said 
Clarke assured him that the bank was 
well protected and he dismissed his 
suspicions, leaving that day on his 
wedding trip. Before, he returned, 
Clarke had killed himself and the bank 
had failed. 

The witness also declared that notes 
of the Pennsylvania Development Com- 
pany for money borrowed from the 
bank were carried on the bank’s books 
as cash and that Clarke had to pay 
many of them. 


$2,000 PAYMENT

A delegation from that 
body had previously gone before the 
finance committee to urge the estab- 
lishment of thi scontagious hospital as 
one of the urgent needs of the city for 
the proper handling of such infectious 
cases as measles, scarlet fever and diph- 
therta. 
This matter, along with the others 

items of the financial budget, goes to 
the council for concurrence next Mon- 
day afternoon, and it is almost a fore- 
gone conclusion that the Jute apportion- 
ment sheet will be passed up by the 
council in its entirety, just as it came 
from the finance committee. 
A hospital for contagious and infec- 
tious diseases has long been.one of the 
pressing needs of the city, as the board 
of heajth has had a problem on its 
hands in handling such cases, particularly 
where they were found in hotels and 
boarding houses, it being necessary to 
institute a quarantine over such places, 
when the affected person could not be 
removed.

GREATEST REUNION IN 
MEMORY OF VETERANS 


——————— 


Estimated That Fully 10,000 
Confederates Crowd City of 
Richmond 


FIGHTING PARSON JONES. 
SVEN A LOVING CUE 


Senator Daniel’s Address of Wel- 
come Was a Splendid Piece of 
Oratory—Mrs. Hays Presented 
to the Veterans Amid the 
Wildest Enthusiasm. 


Richmond, Va., May 3!.—The second 
day of the greatest rewnion in the his- 
tory of the United Confederate Vete- 
rans has been rainy and uncomforta- 
Lly cool, but the bad weather did not 
seem to have dampened the ardor of 
the gray-clad visitors to the capital of 
the confederacy. It has tended to 
eheck the influx of people from the 
surrounding country, but excursion 
trains crowded with sightseers have 
continued fo add to the throng with- 
in the city’s gates. It is officially es- 
timated that there are between 12,000 
and 15,000 visiting veterans in Rich- 
mond and between 50,000 and 60,000 
sightseers. 

At Camp Gordon, the tented place of 
entertainment for the old-time war- 
riors, 12,000 meals were served yester- 
day, and last night two blankets were 
issued for each cot. 

At Grand Camp hall this morning 
proceedings were opened with music 
by the city high school choir, which 
rendered “Dixie’’ and “Auld Lang 
Syne,’’ the veterans joining in the 
chorus with enthusiasm. 

General Stephen D. Lee presided, and 
prayer was offered by the Rev. J. W. 
Finley, a wartime chaplain. The com- 
mittee on credentials was announced, 
and it was stated that there were 1,259 
camps represented in the convention, 
the total number of votes being 2,367. 

Silver Loving Cup Presented. 

General Lee announced: the presenta- 
tion to Chaplain General J. William 
Jones, by the convention, of a silver 
living cup. General Stone, of Missouri, 
made the presentation speech, Miss 
Edna Pearl Jewell, of Kansas City, 
Mo., at his request, making the actual 
presentation to the famous “fighting 
parson.” 

Dr. Jones accepted the gift in elo- 
quent terms. 

General Lee then introduced Senator 
John W. Daniel as “the gallant soldier 
woh bears through life a constant re- 
minder of the awful conflict of 186 !-65.”’ 
Senator Daniel was received with tu- 
multuous cheers and spoke in tribute to 
the valor of the confederate soldiers. 

“But the courage and gallantry were 
not all on the side of the cohfederacy,” 
he said in’ the course of his address. 
“Boys, we are of the same race of the 
yankee and the same spirit which made 
southern arms glorious’ incited the 
hearts of the northerners. Their valor 
was shown in a hundred battles, and 
they made a worthy foe.” 
of fferson Davis the senator said: 


Tribute to Davis. 


“His name is synénymous with that 
which is great and that which is virtu- 
ous. The fame of the president of the 
confederacy is young yet, but is growing 
so well knit and so stron gthat thé chil- 
dren of future generations will look to 
him as @ brilliant example.’ 

On the conclusion of Senator Daniel's 
speech, Generall. (Lee presented amidst 
a storm of applause the daughter 0? 
President Davis, Mrs. Hayes. She was 
accompanied by her two children and 
they came in for a large share of the 
cheering. 

General Lee then introduced 
Finch, of Florida, as the ofdest gen- 
eral of the confederate veterans, and 
after him Colonel Robert E. Lee, ot... 
was received most cordially and enthu- 
Siastically, and who spoke. at some 
length in vindication of the sovth from 
the charge of having fostered slavery 
ang forced a dissolution of the union. 

“Let him among us, that is without 
sin, cast the first stone,’ he said. “The 
African slave was brought to tHis coun- 
try largely by New England traders 
and when the business of these men was 
made unlawful by congress, the move- 
mentt to this end was led by southern- 
ers. From the earliest history of the 
United States, southern men have 4}- 
ways led in the suppression of slavery 
and the northern traders have dlways 
Opposed them.’’ 

Fought for Cause He Thought Right. 

Colonel Lee then gave a resume of the 
events which led up to the war between 
the states and concluded as follows: 

“Don't tell me with mollycoddish em- 
phasis that the soldier of the confederacy 
fought for what he believed was right. 
Tf the courage shown where carnage 
laid the red curtain of death over th@u- 
sands, of unwavering faithfulness to the 
if the un- 
dying resistance to the invaders of 
homes and hearths mean anything, the 
soldier of the south fought. for what he 
knew to be right. , 

On the expression of these sentiments, 
the great audience stood in chairs, and 
waving hats, flags, scarfs and handker- 
chiefs; cheered until hoarse. 

At the conclusion of. Colonel Lee’s ad- 
dress the whole body of yeterans pressed 
forward to shake hands with the grand- 
gon of their old commander, General Robd- 
er E. Lee, and order was finally obtained 
only on the promise that the close of. 
the session Colonel Lee would shake 
hands with them all. 

Letter From Cabell. 

A letter was read from General W. kL. 
Cabell ,of Texas, who, on account of 
iliness, will be unable to be at the re- 
union, and General Lee stated that the 
letter wag written from what is probably 
the deathbed of General Cabell, and is 
probably the last communication the vet- 
erans will receive from that officer. 

General Lee announced that the com- 
mittee which has the matter in charge 
will announce the next meting place at 
noon tomorrow. The indications are that 
Nashville, Tenn., will be the choice of 
the madority. 

At. 12:80 o'clock the convention ad- 
journed for the day, and the whole body 
of veterans advanced to the speakers’ 
stand and with much feeling shook the 
hands of Colonel “Bob’’ Lee, who had 
so thrilled them by his speech.

Build Up the Ranks, 


“But it is a curious thing that in 
industrial training we have tended to 
devote our energies to producing high- 
grade men at the top rather than in 
the ranks. Our engineering schools, 
for instance, compare favorably with 
the best in Europe, whereas we have 
done almost nothing to equip the pri- 
vate soldiers of the industrial army— 
the mechanic, the metal worker, the 
carpenter. Indeed, too often our 
schools train away from the shop and 
the forge; and this fact, together with 
the abanaonment of the old appren- 
tice system, has resulted in such an 
absence of facilities for providing 
trained journeymen that in many of 
@ur trades-~- almost all the recruits 
among the workmen are foreigners. 
Burely this means that there must be 
some systematic method provided for 
training young men In the trades, and 
that this must,.be coordinated with the

“As soon as possible after my return 
from the Isthmus of Panama, where I 
went upon instructions from our ad- 
visory board, ‘in order to investigate 
personally the reasons why the south 
and middle west were not’ securing 
more of the business of the Panama 
Railroad Company, f beg to now -pre- 
sent to you for your consideration 
several extremely important matters, 


‘in all of which you are deeply ¢on- 


cerned. 

“The recent decision of the commis- 
sioners of Panama canal to place the 
buying of supplies on the usual basis 
followed by the+-war department will 
result in adjusting any past discrimi- 
nations and in throwing open: this val- 
uable business to all jobbers who care 
to make bids upon same, when called 
for by the war department. It has 
also obviated the necessity of my de- 
scribing in detail the grades and char- 
acter of the goods sold. The well- 
known fairness and thoroughness with 


which the war department purchases 
supplies will guarantee to all a square 
deal. 

$200,000 Per Month. 

“This is a large business, amounting 
even now to some $200,000 per month, 
and this will further increase as more 
employees and their families come in, 
In addition, all American manufactur- 
ers and merchants, and especially 
those in the south and middle west, 
should hold in view the large trade 
which can now be opened up with 
all Central and South American coun- 
tries, increasing to enormous propor- 
tions upon the completion of the isth- 
mian canal and the adoption of favora- 
ble relations with those governments. 

“Full credit should be given to the 
New Orleans Progressive Union and 
the Nashville board of trade in work- 
ing up this visit to Panama of repre- 
sentative southern and middle west 
merchants and manufacturers. The ad- 
visory board acted wisely tin directing 
me to join this party and to throw 
all of the influence of this association 
into this movement. It is probably 
the most important movement ever un- 
dertaken by this association in the in- 
terest of the entire south and of an- 
other enormous scope of country, al- 
though not immediately identified with 
our own territory. 

“These representatives were received 
with the greatest consideration and 
courtesy on the part of the canal com- 
missioners and all in charge of that 
great work. I desire in this connec- 
tion to express and record the thanks 
of all southern wholesale grocers to 
each and every official in charge of 
this Panama construction. It seems 
proper to add that the greatest ac- 
tivity and faithfulness is in evMence. 

“Our entire party seemed a unit tn 
expressions of confidence as to the 
manner in which those various duties 
are being discharged It was our 
opinion that this great work will be 
pushed steadily to a successful com- 
pletion.

1904. 

Some time during the year indicated 
the Georgia railroad commissioners pro- 
mulgated circular 331, changing the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida railway from 
“C’’ to “B”’ classification, and incident- 
ally making the freight rate somewhat 
lower than it had been. The road, by its 
attorney, Hon. John I. Hall, of Macon, 
asked that the railroad commission of 
the state, and Hon, Jonn C. Hart, at- 
torney general, be enjoined from putting 
into force or attempting to further en- 
force the circular. The document de- 
clares that the reduction would injure 
the road. The document was shown 
Judge Pardee vesterday at noon by Judge 
Ha'] in the presence of the railroad com- 
mission's legal representative, and was 
argued. Judge Pardee, after a careful 
consideration, ‘granted “an injunction 
temporarily, and fixed June 20 for a 
hearing.

Lower Rate for Compressed Cotton. 
Messrs. Candler, Thomson and Hirsch, 
of Atlanta, have been retained by the 
interests which are moving before the 
railroad commission for a reduction in 
the freight rate on compressed cotton, 
a petition for which was filed by Presi- 
dent Harvie Jordan, of the Southern Cot- 
ton Association, which will come up for 
hearing before the commission on June 
6. Judge John S. Candler, who will 
have charge of the case, conferred with 
members of the commission about the 
matter yesterday morning. At present 
the rate on compressed cotton in Georgia 
is the same as on uncompressed cotton, 
whereas in its compressed state about 
65 bales can be put in a car to 25 bales 
of uncompressed cotton. It is believed 
if a proper differential rate between com- 
pressed and uncompressed cotton can. be 
secured it will result in the establish- 
ment of compresses at many new points, 
as it is claimed this can be done ata 
much lower rate than that allowed by 
tae railroads to the compresses al] of 
which they own.

In an age like our own, in which the 
drug habit has taken firm hold on the 
people, it would be well if some atten- 
tion were paid to his remarks on the 
uselessness of most drugs. But will the 
people listen? The trouble with most 
people is that they are too much the 
subject of exploitation -— with patent 
medicines to pay much attention to his 
advice. It is hoped, however, that a 
book of the character of the “Standard 
Family Physician,” the avowed punpose 
of which is to check the harm done by 
patent medicines and the many pseudo- 
medical treatises foisted on the public 
will meet with a ready demand. It aims 
to supplant by an authoritative and 
‘popular work all second rate books on 
household medicine and all sputious 
works—works devoted to the exploitation 
of quack medicine and its attendant 
evils, 

The present treatise ig the result of 
the joint collaboration of Dr. Carl Reis- 
sig, of Hamburg, assisted by an able 
corps of European specialists in medi- 
cine and surgery, and Dr. Smith Ely 
Jelliffe, associate editor of The New 
York Medical Journal, in conjunction 
with a number of other eminent Ameri- 
can physicians. This work has been 
written in such a way that it can be 
easily understood by any intelligent lay- 
man, no matter what subjects it treats. 
Its range is exhaustive, and it is espe- 
cially valuable in. its anatomical and 
clinical parts.

They come from Long Island Sound, 
New York, and are truck farmers, and 
therefore will not attempt to raise corn 
and cotton, but will raise, principally, 
Trish and sweet potatoes, beans, cab- 
bage, onions, etc., and will thereby add 
to the food crop of Georgia, which its 
very much needed at the present time, 
in view of the fact that we buy fully 
two-thirds of ouir* food crop outside of 
the state.

WW BASEMENTS 


~ ARE CONDEMNED 


Subcommitee. of th Hoard of 
Health Makes an Im-- 
portant Report 


13 ROOMS IN BASEMENTS 
- USED AS SCHOOL ROOMS, 
ARE POORLY VENTILATED 


j ‘ 
| Rooms Declared Unsanitary, Badly 
Crowded, and Often Poorly Light- 
ed—The Board of Health and 
Baard of Education Will 
Confer on Situation. 


The use of basements in the various 
school buildings in the city for school 
rooms was roundly scored by the sub- 
committee of the board of health yes- 
terday, and the practice was emphati- 
cally condemned. 

The report was filed, and after some 
discussion, it was determined that it 
would be discourteous to the board of 
education to take final action by the 
health board condemning these basement 
school rooms, and it was decided to send 
a copy of the reporf to the board of edu- 
cation with the recommendation’ that @ 
committee be appointed from that body 
to meet with the board of health to talk 
matters over, and see if a way could not 
be found td obviate the difficulty. 

The action was taken upon the mo- 
tion of Health Board Member. G. H. 
Brandon, who informed the board that 
Professor Landrum, in a talk with him, 
rad requested that the health board 
hold the report up for the present, as 
they were expecting some $18,000 ad- 
ditional from the finance committee, 
and some of this money could be used 
in relieving the situation. 

This report was made by Drs. Strick- 
ler, Toepel and Wolff in behalf of the 
board of health, and was presented 
to the body by Dr. Bernard Wolff. The 
report was thorough in its scope on the 
use of the basements in practically all 
the schools of the city for school 
rooms, the rooms so used being de- 
clared unsanitary, ill-lighted and poor- 
ly ventilated. 

Two Rooms Are Used. 

The report shows that in the Williams 
Street sch6o] two basement rooms have 
been converted into school rooms, there 
being forty-two children in one and 
Ssixty-tw6 fn the other, there being only 
four windows in the latter room. 

There is one basement room used in 
the Tenth street school and two in the 
Edgewood avenue school, there being 
fifty and fifty-four: pupils respectively 
in the Edgewood avenue basement rooms. 

In the Grant park school the light in 
the, basement room wsed@ was declared 
good, while in the Fraser street school 
the reverse held good, there being only 
four small windows to give light and 
ventilation to fifty children. 

In the Fair street school a most dark 
basement room was in use, while in the 
Formwalt stneet school there were fifty- 
six children, with six windows to give 
light and ventilation. 

In all, there were thirteen basement 
rooms found in use, and thé investigat- 
ing committee of doctors reported that 
the ventilation was very poor and that 
forty-two was the smallest number of 
children found in any of these rooms. 
The children crowded in the basement 
rooms were principally from the first 
and secend grades. 

The committee reported that for 
proper hygiene there should be according 
to established rules 200 cubic feet for 
each child; in two rooms visited the 
cubic feet per-child ran as low as 104 
in one and !08 in the other, and 150 and 
15! in two others, these being the high- 
est, the number in the other rooms 
varying between 108 and 150, the high- 
est beIng much less than the minimum 
requirement. 

The impressing of these basement 
rocms into service was pronOmnced by 
Dr. Wolff, speaking for the «ert 
as a distinctly bad plan, but they 
heartily condemned each room useg for 
the purposes named. 

Dr. Toepel added his testimony to that 
of Dr. Wolff, declaring that these rooms 
could not be put in a sanitary condi- 
tion. The city is only providing for 800 
additional school children a year, when 
the increase is 1,000, and in all his 
travels no basements were -used fdr 
school rooms in such cities ag Augusta, 
Macon, Savannah, Columbus, Montgom- 
ery, Nasbville, Louisville and Cinefnnatt. 

Councilman Mangum wanted tie re- 
port condemning the practice adoptea 
then and there, relating instances where 
teachers and pupils had become sick in

The building budget for the month: of 
May just passed was $428,774 there be- 
ing 389 permits issued. While the num- 
ber of permits for May this year ex- 
ceeded those of last year by 23, the 
sum expended for the same month last 
year was $120,423 more than that of the 
month just ended.

LITIGATION OF YEARS AGO. 


Judge Miller, of Macon, Has Ar. 
ranged a Compremise. 

Americus, Ga., May 3$1!.—(Special.)— 
The litigation growing opt of the fail- 
ure fifteen years ago of; the Bank of 
Americus has been settled, it is under- 
stood, by a compromise arranged by 
Judge A. L. Miller, of Macon, repre- 
senting the creditors of the long de- 
funet institution, and Colonel William 
Garrard, of Savannah, representing the 
stockholders at the time of the fail- 
ure, who have not yet paid their pro 
rata toward settling up the debts. 
Under the charter of the bank, the 
stockholders weer liable for its debts, 
not only to the value of stock, but 
up to their limit to meet the debts of 
the institution. The debts were vastly 
in excess of the assets of the bank 
when it closed its doors. Many of the 
stockholders settled rather than g0 
through litigation. Efforts were made 
to force everybody who ever held stock 
in the institution to stand: liable for 
its debts, but these failed. Efforts to 
bring some of the stockholdtrs at the 
time of the failure to settlement failed. 
Court decision were secured reversing 
old decisions under which it was held 
to collect a sufficient amount to pay 
the creditors dollar for dollar. 

The outstanding claims against the 
stockholders have been dragging along 
for years. It is stated that the basis 
of the compromise now arrenged is for 
the payment of 33 !-3 per cent of the 
par value of the stock held by those

Chicago, May 3!.—Reports of injury to 
the wheat crop in Europe had more in- 
fluence. on the local market today than 
favorable reports from the western 
wheat fields and good gains weré re- 
corded in the long options, July closing 
%@%c higher; September %@%c higher 
and December %e higher. Commission 
housés were active buyers. July corn 
closed \e higher after an erratic course. 
Oats closed a cent higher and provis- 
ions 7% to 1!2%c°* higher. 

Wheat was weak at the opening. Con- 
tinued wet weather throughout Kan- 
sas, Nebrasko and the southwest in 
general brought out free offeri , the 
tendency to sell being Increased by the 
early Liverpool cables, which showed 
moderate declines at that market. But 
commission houses were lively bidders 
and this demand soon became general. A 
private cablegram stated that the wheat 
crop of Roumauia, Germany and south- 
ern Russia was severely injured by 
‘drought and that Russia was an open 
buyer of wheat, and this had much in- 
fluence on the trend of the local mar- 
ket. The market was quite strong after 
the first half hour, prices of all options 
advancing more than 2 cents, Weakness 
again developed late in the og A 
statement by a 8t. Louis trade journal 
that growing wheat, with the exception 
of that in Texas and Oklahoma, ig gen- 
erally in good condition, started nealiz- 
ing sales which gradually h ered 
prices down. A report that the ‘green 
bug’ had extended its 
nesota and South Dakota was a new 
feature of the situation. The market 
cloged ety.

STAGNATION AND 
THEN REACTION 


Covering Movement Amongst 
Bears in Stock Market 


-—— 


April Earnings Among R@ilroads 
Made Better Showing; and Tone 
in Financial World Is Im- 
proved — The President’s 
Speech Accurately 
Forecasted. 


New York, May $31!.—The covering 
movement among the bears in the 
stock market which set in on Wednes- 
day previous to the holiday was re- 
sumed in the early dealings today, but 
with the satisfaction of the demand 
the movement resulted in almost total 
stagnation for a-time, and then re- 
action. The extension of the movement 
was’ helped by special strength in @ 
few stocks, due to individual causes. 
There was also some buying based on 
President HKoosevelt’s address at In- 
dianapolis yesterday. The speech had 
been so accurately forecasted during 
Wednesday that there was little reason 
for changing operations made at that 
time on the strength of it, and which 
Were on a considerable scale. The 
financial community was inclined to 
infer from the tone rather than from 
the substance of the address that re- 
assurance was intended against some 
of the assumptions that have been 
current in the stock market as to the 
intentions of the president’s policy to- 
ward corporations. The attitude ‘of 
protest against some of these assump- 
tions was interpreted as a pledge of 
moderated policy. The course of the 
day's events indicated that the sup- 
posed market infiuence of the address 
had been somewhat overestimated in 
the professional transactions which 
sought to anticipate it. A more sub- 
stantial basis for the improved feeling 
was the showing of net earnings of 
railroads. for April, which came to 
hand. Reading was a conspicuous ex- 
ample, with net earnings for the 
month of nearly $600,000, compared 
with only $351,347 in April of. last 
year, the statement including results 
for all companies in the system. The 
April statement for the Ontario and 
Western and the quarterly statement 
of the Lackawanna tended to show 
these favorable conditions to be gen- 
eral for the coal roads. Reading was 
advanced strongly in consequence. The 
better showings of net earnings for 
April are attributed partly to the im- 
proved operating offerings, due to bet- 
ter weather and to lessened congestion 
of traffic, and also to changes in rates, 
which are beginning to go into effect 
to the advantage of the railroads. An 
upward movement in American Smelt- 
ing was due to talk of an intended in- 
crease in the dividend rate at the com- 
: But the de- 
|mand for special stocks did not serve 
to mask the entire subsidence of buy- 
‘Ing at other points in the_list. As this 
fact began to emerge the earlier buy- 
ers began to resell, and a sagging 
movement set in. The selling move- 
ment appeared largely professional in 
Origin, and showed no sign of urgency 
,Or of the force of liquidation move- 
| ment like that of the earlier part of 
| the week. Foreign markets were sim- 
| llarly free from pressure,.and report- 
‘ed an improvement in speculative sen- 
timent, but with no conspicuous de- 
mand for securities yet manifest. Fore- 
casts Of an unfavorable bank state- 
ment helped the late reactionary move- 
ment.
